The accompanying one, 
however, tells of Elois’ murder of 
Beatrice in New Orleans, and of her 
intentions to kill Marshall, after 
which “she would feed her own body 
to the fishes in the Day.”

Mrs. Nelms will not 
show it except to the most tntimate 
members of her family. She read cer- 
tain extracts to reporters, but would 
not permit them to view it. She also 
refused to allow it to be read by Chief 
Baley or Chief Beavers. 

“It contains some references to do- 
mestic troubles,” Mrs. Nelms explained, 
“which I do not care to have made 
public.

No work- 
ing man or working woman merits 
such designation, and if Mr. Hardwick 
had remained in Georgia during the 
last twelve years, perhaps he would 
not have applied the term.

“Tl have charged Mr. Hardwick with 
‘political hypocrisy.’ For the sake of 
politeness, I change the words to ‘po- 
litical Inconsistency.’ Strength in lan- 
guage is not lost Dy courtesy.

“This great democrat claims to be 
a leader. in his party at Washington, 
nearly 1,000 miles away.

océ¢upy unlawfully, all the usurpers of 
the three powers—executive, legislative 
and judicial. 
Te Call Elections.

HUERTA TO RESIGN; 


CARBAJAL TO SUCCEED | 


Continued From Page One. 
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Placing Esteva Ruiz, the acting minis- 
ter, who will arrive here tomorrow on 
his way to Europe, will be named pro- 
visional president. This appointment 
is said to be sanctioned secretly by 
both General Venustiano Carranza, 
chief of the constitutionalists, and the 
United States and assurances are said 
to have been given by the constitution- 
alists that hostilities will cease with 
Carbajal’s assumption of office. 

Rear Admiral Sir Christopher Crad- 
dock, of the British squadron, is in 
Mexico City, and it was reported to- 
day that the real purpose of his visit 
was to escort General Huerta and the 
latter's family to the coast, where they 
probably will board a British warship. 
While it was impossible to obtain pos- 
itive confirmation here, the reports 
pointed out that many recent devel- 
opments indicate the probability of 
some such plan having been made at 
the capital. 

The departure of Senor De La Lama, 
Generals Joaquin and Mario Maas and 
Roberto Esteva-Ruiz is considered 
highly significant. All of these men 
have served Huerta faithfully and are 
among his closest counselors. The 
Maas brothers are related to him by 
marriage and Senor De La Lama is 
second only to General Blanquet in 
position in the Huerta cabinet. 

It is believed that General Huerta 
is giving them an opportunity to leave 
the country in safety before he him- 
self departs.

Tom Fuller in a Studebaker 
‘Six’? Makes Total- Dis- 
tance of 21 Miles. 


As a method of comparing the merit 
of various friction-reducing devices, 
coasting matches have been, for the 
past season or two, a motoring sport of 
growing popularity 

With ignition sealed and cut off, cars 
are started at the top of a hill and 
allowed to coast until they stop 

Some astonishing records have been 
set, most striking of wihch is undoubt- 
edly that of Tom Fuller, of San Fran- 
cisco, who, in his Studebaker “Six,.”’ ac- 
companied by a friend, Jack Tahaney, 
recently coasted from the 
summit of Mount Hamilton, clear into 
limits of San Jose, a etotal 
distance of 21 miles. 

There is an excellent though tortuous 
highway to the summit of Mount Ham- 
ilton. Fuller and Tahaney made the 
ascent without especial incident, mak- 
ing careful observations as they went. 
At the top, in order to eliminate any 
possible doubt regarding the record 
they might set, they removed from both 
rear wheels the shafts of the full float- 
ing rear axle, this cutting off any pos- 
Sible application of power. 

The emergency brake was released 
and, as the car stood on. a slight de- 
clivity, immediately began rolling. 

The first part of the ride was the 
most exciting, as the grades are very 

Dp. Drivers on this descent custo- 

rily use motor compression to aid 

ie brakes, but Fuller had to depend on 

his brakes alone, his motor being dis- 
connected. ‘ 

At several points the road winds very 
close to the top of a cliff. Around two 
of three ofthese the Studebaker fairly 
whizzed, despite the-fact that both 
wheels were locked. The last pitch was 
almost straightaway, however. Down 
thts Fuller let the car slide at nearly 
569 miles an hour—a speed ample to 
carry it over the first of the rises en- 
countered on the trip. 

The remainder of the 
generally downhill, but with many 
dips and e climbs. Each climb was, 
however, slightly less than the coast 
which preceded, so the Studebaker 
could attain enough momentum to 
make it. Several itmes the car slowed 
down dangerously, just as a summit 
was reached, but on each occasion the 
downward grade started it rolling 
again, 

In several places long stretches of 
level highway were rushed and it was 
not until the car encountered a consid- 
erable up-grade in San Jose, following 
a long level coast, that it came to a 
stop, the odometer registering 21.1 
miles. 

A remarkable feature was the fact 
that despite the free use of the brakes, 
the drums were not heated nor the cov- 
erings worn, at the end of the run.

SURVIVES TIME TEST 


Indianapolis has become such an au- 
tomobile center that it is interesting 
to note that some of the firms making 
their homes in this city have been pio- 
neers in the adoption of features which 
have survived the test of time. The 
original Premier, for instance, was 
equipped with a vertical motor located 
in front—horizontal motors were al- 
most universally used in America at 
that time. The cylinders were of the 
“TT” head type with intake on opposite 
sides and with cylinders cast in pairs, 
the very identical construction which 
has been so much heralded as the typ- 
ical high-grade motor of the last few 
years. Both intake and exhaust valves 
are mechanclally operated. Such an in- 
take was almost if not entirely used in 
other motors, while the use of mechan- 
ically operated intake valves is uni- 
versal today. 

This first car was equipped with slid- 
ing gear transmission and challenged 
the general pratice of employing plan- 
etary transmission. Also, it was the 
firstcar in America to be catalogued as 
a standard car, fitted With shaft drive 
and universal joints. This particular 
featurein American cars was the first 
prominent lead in American practices 
over European, all of which will be 
found in the best cars which have 
gained popularity today.

SAXON CAR COMPLETES 
CONTINENT JOURNEY 


Machine Is the First to Trav- 
erse Lincoln Way on a 
Continuous Run. 


Arrival in San Francisco ended the 
3,389-mile trip of the Lincoln Highway 
Saxon car across the continent from 
New York. According to a dispatch 
from San Francisco the car reached 
its destination July 4 on schedule 
time, arriving in excellent méchanical 
condition and averaging thirty miles 
to the gallon of gasoline and 150 miles 
to the quart of oil on its long journey. 
This Saxon holds the distinction of 
being the first automobile to traverse 
the Lincoln Way on a continuous run, 
and the first car of éts size and price 
ever to cross the continent. 

The true far-west spirit marked the 
reception given the car and its drivers, 
M. A. Croker and Fred Wilkins, at the 
completion of the run. An escort party 
went twenty-five miles out of San 
Francisco and piloted the coast-to- 
coast Saxon into the city. Enthusiasm 
amone the crowds that awaited the ar- 
rival of the car was at a high pitch 
and many cheers went up ,when the 
ocean-to-ocean traveler paraded 
through the streets of the city. 

Upon reaching, San Francisco, Pilot 
Croker drove the front wheels of the 
car into the Pacific ocean so as to 
make the trip literally an ocean-to- 
ocean run. Hie also emptied a bottle 
of water carried from the Atlantic 
ocean into the Pacific ocean. This 
unique ceremony at the end of the 
run wags similar to that at the start 
when the rear wheels of the car were 
dipped into the Atlantic ocean. 

The finish of this coast-to-coast 
journey proved spectacular, the Saxon 
showing a remarkable burst of speed 
in covering the last 290 miles from 
Reno to San Francisco in two days.

New Orleans, July 11.—"“‘Any person 
finding a plague-infected rat will be 
gSiven a bounty of $5, provided the rat 
is properly tagged—-where caught, if 
alive and where found if dead,” 

This reward was offered today by 
Dr. William C. Rucker; assistant sur- 

eon general of the United States pub- 
ic health service, in charge of the rat 
destruction campaign to prevent a 
spread of the bubonic plague in New 
Orleans. His offer applies to employees 
of the health service as well as the 
general public. 

Of the 2,330 
one has been 


rodents examined, not 
found to be infected, it 
was announced.

The Saturday morning session of the 
house was taken up tn the passage of 
local bills. 

Immediately after adjournment, Mr. 
Fullbright, of Burke, and Mr. Black- 
burn, of Fulton, members of the rules 
committee, went to the clerk's desk, 
took every bill now in the hands of the 
clerk and carried them into a private 
office. They stated when questioned 
by suspicious members that they 
“merely wanted to look over the bills.” 
Their action may not mean much, and 
then again it may be very significant, 
for the rules committee is expected to 
announce a new order of business when 
the house reconvenes Monday morning 
at 11 o'clock. The order, as it goes 
from last Friday, provides for the fur- 
ther consideration of bills requiring 
constitutional amendments and there 
are many such bills that remain to be 
acted upon. The rules committee may 


deem it advisable and expedient to 


change thig order of business so that 
some of the important special bills 
can be voted upon. 

One house committee that has not 
yet held a meeting is the committee on 
temperance. To that committee has 
been referred several bills providing 
for radical changes in the prohibition 
law. There is a bill to prohibit the 
manufacture or sale of any liquor that 
contains more than one-half per cent 
of alcohol. There is another to abol- 
ish all social loeker clubs. One bill 
would require Jocker clubs to dispense 
liqour from only bona fide lockers, still 
another seeks to stop the shipment otf 
liquor into Georgia by making effec 
tive the national law which prohibits 
the shipment into a dry state whe? 
such state passes a law to that effect.

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RAPID PROGRESS MADE 


~— QNANTETRUST MEASURES 


They Will Be Presented to the 
Senate in Revised Form 
Early in the Week. 


Weshington, July 11.—Rapid strides 
were made by the senate judiciary and 
commerce committees today on the 
administration anti-trust bills,and as- 
Surances were given tonight that the 
railroad securities measure and the 
Clayton bill would be ready in revised 
form for submission to the senate 
early next week. 

The commerce committee spent the 
day on the securities bill and virtual- 
ly decided to strike from the measure 
the provision investing the interstate 
commerce commission with power .to 
direct the purposes for which stock or 
bond issues of railroads should be ex- 
pended. The amendment would pro- 
vide that the commission investigate 
all applications for stock issuances 
and reject or approve them, but in 
cases of acceptance, the commission 
would not have the power to determiné 
how the money should be expended. 

Would Require Many Experts. 

Much discussion developed on this 
point.. It was declared that iffthe,com- 
mission were directed to pa&s on all 
proposed improvements, exter&ions or 
other railroad plans, it would *consti- 
tute itself a board of managers for 
all the railroads and would require 
a@ staff of experts almost’ impossible 
to procure. 

The committee didsnot complete its 
work. Other points will be disposed 
of Monday. 

The judiciary committee decided to 
eliminate from the Clayton bill the 
section making it unlawfu! for deal- 
ers in certain commodities to refuse 
to sell their product to responsible ap- 
Plicants. It was also decided to strike 
from the bill the provision permitting 
picketing on the premises of employ- 
ers in time of strikes or other labor 
troubles. 

The committee proposes to revise 
somewhat provisions prohibiting inter- 
. locking directorates, lLwlding compa- 
nies and price discriminations. These 
changes will be perfected Monday. 

The interstate commerce committee 
perfected e interstate trade com- 
mission bill, now before the senate, 
-by adding two important amendments 
bearing on the Sherman law, decided 
not to amend the much discussed sec- 
tion 5 in which unfair competition is 
declared unlawful, and considered 
amendments to the railway securities 
bill. The judiciary committee consid- 
ered the Clavton anti-trust bill, dis- 
cusssed, among other sections. those 
relating to interlocking directorates, 
holding companies and to labor unions 
and made numerous tentative changes 
in the phraseology of the bill. 

Bills May Be Merged. 

‘Possibility of consolidating all three 
anti-trust bills, with a view to expe- 
diting completion of the program, was 
being discussed by senators today. 
Many were said to favor the consoli- 
dation. Some leaders said this might 
be done when the bills reach the 
ate floor next week. 

The two amendments added to the 
trade commission by the interstate 
commerce committee prowilde: 

That no order of theg@froposed trade 
commission for or against a corpora- 
tion shall be used as evidence in any 
subsequent prosecution brought against 
a corporation under the Sherman law. 

That nothine in the act to create 
the trade commission shall be con- 
strued as amending the Sherman act, 
nor in any way affecting the provi- 
sions of that act as it stands on the 
Statute books. 

The latter amendment was added be- 
cduse of widespread claims that the 
proposed measure would weaken the 
Sherman act.

TOBACCO THEY LIKE 
FOR THE U. S. SAILORS 


Washington, July 11.—General sat- 
isfaction was expressed today through- 
out naval circles when it became 
known that Secretary Daniels, contra- 
ry to expectations, has authorized the 
retention of popular brands of tobacco 
and articles which it had been rumor- 
ed would be denied admission to the 
commissary stores. 

The action of the secretary, follow- 
ing the enforcement of his order abol- 
ing the officers’ wine mess, officially 
upset what had becomea general belief 
among the enlisted men, that = they, 
too, would be denied certain proprie- 
tary articles which they had heretofore 
enjoyed. Under the new order not only 
will those articles which have been 
carried in the commissary departments 
be retained, but it is intended to as- 
sure greater latitude of choice to the 
men by admitting additional brands 
of tobacco and personal commodities. 
In announcing his decision, Secretary 
Daniels said: “I firmly believe that 
the enlisted men of the fleet should 
be allowed to buy what they want. I 
feel that in purchasing these supplies 
Il am acting as trustee for the men, and 
that it is my duty to make this possi- 
ble so far as lies in my power. 

‘I'nder the excuse that the majority 
of the men wished particular brands, 
I found that purchases had been con- 
fined in many cases to one brand of 
toilet article or tobacco. Under the 
new plan there will be a far greater 
variety of brands in each line. ©Com- 
missary stores ashore and afloat 
will offer the men as nearly as pos- 
sible the same variety to select from 
that they would have in a civilian 
store.’’ :

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AGAINST THE PROPOSITION. 

The following is the statement of 
Alderman Nutting, who says that the 
Hannah proposition is not a good one 
for the city: 

“Mr. C. G. Hanre®k has secured ar 
option on ninety acres of ground ex- 
tending from the city’s property in a 
westerly direction to South Moreland 
avenue, and he proposes, through his 
attorneys, Mr. C. P. Goree and Mr 
Aldine Chambers, to transfer this 
ninety acres of land to the city of At- 
lanta, provided the city will establish 
and maintain on such ninety acres a 
municipal cemetery, and provided fur- 
ther that the city will have such 
ninety acres surveyed and platted in 
sections and blocks for cemetery pur- 
poses by December 15, 1914, and that 
the city shall reconvey to said Hannah 
within the year 1914 every fifth ceme- 
tery lot. 

“Mr. Hannah claims that 
of ninety acres has cost 
$30,000, but this amount presumably 
covers liberal attorneys’ fees. IL con- 
sider that $25,000 would be an extrerme- 
ly liberal valuation on the property, 
the property indeed having been 
offered to the city only a few months 
ago for $25,000, according to informa- 
tion recently furnished me. 

“According to the estimates submit- 
ed to me the ninety acres when 
ed up would contain spacing for 
120 graves, and on basis of $12.56 
grave, which would seem to be a rea- 
sonable figure, the total value of the 
ninety acres for cemetery purposes 
would be $1,314,000, and on this basis 
the one-fifth interest of Mr. Hannah 
in the property would be worth $262.,- 
800. In other words, Mr. Hannah 
would transfer to the*city of Atlanta 
ninety acres of country land, worth 
certainly not more than $30,000, and 
would receive in exchange therefor 
cemetery lots which on the above basis 
would be worth $262,800. Indeed it is 
estimated by some of the parties who 
have looked into the matter that the 
graves would finally be valued at con- 
siderably more than $12.50. It is only 
fair to state that Mr. Hannah § has 
graciously comsented that any valua- 
tion above $12.50 per grave he will 
be willing to divide with ft e city. 

“Please bear in mind that :he whole 
increase in value of the property from 
$30,000 up to $1,314,000, this being on 
basis of $12.50 per grave, will be creat- 
ed by the city of Atlanta, Mr. Hannah 
being out no expense whatever for de- 
velopment Or maintenance, and one- 
fifth of all such increase in value will 
accrue to Mr. Hannah, or his assigns, 
all the expense to which he shall ever 
be subjected, being the initial cost of 
the land, or say $390,000. 

“Another serious objection to the 
plan submitted is that the tract of 
ninety acres adjoins a large negro 
cemetery which is not controlled by 
the city, but owned by a private con:- 
pany. 

“It would be a serious mistake for 
the city of Atlanta to enter upon the 
joint ownership of a municipal ceme- 
tery, exactly as it would be unfortu- 
nate for the city of Atlanta co enter 
upon the joint ownftership of its system 
of water works.”

RFALTY MARKET 
LOOKING BETTER 


The Building Figures Show 
Gratifying Increase--Lease 
Business Is Good—Many 
Deals Are Pending. 


One of the best indications of the 
gradual restoration of the realty mar- 
ket to its former activity, which all 
agents seem to see in the offing now, 
is the increase in building figures in 
the building inspector's office. 

The vear of 1914, which has been for 
the major part of the time that has 
lapsed in the’ present year, woefully 
behind. is now beginning to catch up 
and in another month is expected to 
exceed the corresponding figures of last 
year. 

At present 1914 is only $84,127 be- 
hind the corresponding period of 1913. 
The fizures to date in 1914 are $3,149,- 
429 The figures up to the correspond- 
ing date in 1913 were $3,233,556, and 
the worst end of 1%13 was the last six 
months. 

July of this vear is $27,843 ahead of 
the figures of July, 1913. 

Other phases of the market are also 
very encouraging The lease business 
is particularly good. 

Agents also report a pleasing in- 
crease in the number of inquiries. 
There is a good demand for small in- 
vestments and residence property. Sub- 
division building lots are going briskly. 

Just now there are more good sized 
deals reported in the contract stage 
than there have been in some months 

It is also significant that more money 
is to be had at a somewhat less rate 
of interest in some cases for realty 
investment purposes than formerly in 
this year, and of further significance 
that there seems to be less of it need- 
ed bv investors.

UF GERMAN SOLDIERS 


Criticism of Press and Parlia- 
ment Making the Officers 
More Careful. 


Berlin, July 11.—The unceasing crite 
icism of press and parliament is slow- 
ly reducing the number of cases of 
mistreatment of soldiers by their offi- 
cers, but a recent report shows that 
490 non-commissioned officers and of- 
ficers were convicted of such offenses 
last year. This was a reduction of 
ninety cases from the figures of five 
years ago. 

These 490 convictions by no means 
indicate, however, that only that num- 
ber of private soldiers were brutally 
handled during the year. A recent 
case, and one by no means unusual, 
was the conviction of a non-commis- 
sioned officer of the Third Bavarian 
regiment, who was charged with no 
less than ninety offenses against the 
men under him. One soldier was lamed 
by being struck on the kneecap with 
@ gun butt, and there were dozens of

RECEIPTS HEAVY. 
WHEAT DECLINED 


The Market Depressed at 


Close—Prices Are One- 
Eighth to One-Half Cent 
Lower. 


Chicago, July 11.—Huge primary re- 
ceipts and small export clearances to- 
day explained a net decline in the value 
of wheat. Depression ruled at the 
close, which was % to ec under last 
night. Corn scored a gain of 1 to 1%, 
and oats a rise of a shade to 1%°. In 
provisions the outcome was unchanged 
to 10c higher. 

Arrivals of nearly 1,500,000 bushels 
more wheat this week than during the 
corresponding time a year ago brought 
home to speculators the formidable 
pressure to be expected from the new 
winter crop. Moreover, the week's 
receipts at Chicago were more than 
double the shipments and ten times 
the volume of today’s export clearances 
from the whole of the United States. 
Black rust complaints trom South Da- 
kota and heat reports from the north- 
west became more numerous and 
threatened to unnerve the wheat bears. 

Intensely hot, dry weather over the 
greater portion of the surplus produc- 
ing states led to a sharp advance in 
corn. 

Unfavorable crop reports 8ave the 
bullg an advantage in oats.

York, July il.—-During the past 
selling has been quite liberal in the 
market, owing to the generally favor- 
able weather conditions throughout the 
south. While the plant in Texas, Oklaho- 
ma and Tennessee would be greatly benefit- 
ed by good rains, the showers that 
fallen there In scattered localities have kept 
complaints from becoming serious. In the 
other states, however, the 
satisfactory and the plant is 
making progress Of course it is weil real- 
ized that the improvement now taking 
place in the crop follows a very poor start 
and has been an absolute necessity if 
yield was to be anywhere near normal. 
Owing to the underlying condition of the 
plant the trade recognizes that 
is not what it should be and that it must 
have the best of weather during July and 
August to enable it to withstand these 
trying months, For this reason the mar- 
ket is meeting with fair support around 
12.25 for December, many believing that 
the decline in prices has been in step with 
the improvement that has occurred in crop 
prospects. 5o far spinners have been only 
moderate buyers for forward 
while as yet there is no sign of hedge sell- 
ing. The latter is quite natural in view of 
the lateness of the crop, but in the absence 
of this sort of selling ana the fact that 
speculative holders have liquidated, offer- 
ings would prove very limited should the 
crop receive any setback from this date. At 
present curtailment among the cotton mills 
of the world is quite general and it is not 
likely to be reduced to any extent, while 
the new crop promises’ favorably. The 
manufacturer is delaying his pur@hases for 
the new season as late as possible because 
of the high basis prevailing. However, his 
curtailment is placing the goods market in 
a stronger position and his demand for the 
raw material may be expected to increase 
from now on, becoming urgent In the event 
of damage to the growing crop.

(From Dun’'s Review.) 

Fewer business reverses were report- 
ed to R. G. Dun & Co. during June 
than at any previous time this year 
and some improvement, numerically, 
was also shown in comparison with 
the corresponding period of 1913.

Seen by the Business Men 


Claflin Failure Did Not 
Hurt the Trade—Decrease 
in Number of Idle Cars. 
Optimistic Feeling. 


New York, July 11.—(Special.)—The 
stock market was firm, as 2&2 whole, 
during the week just closed, although 
there were many factors against prices 
which prevented aw advance at times 
when buying demand _ for securities 
Was active. The long delay in the 
freizht rate decision and the collapse 
of various Gould property shares were 
the most unsettling factors, while the 
excellent conditions shown In the gov- 
grain crop report and strong 
investment conditiops both here and 
abroad were factors on the side of 
strength in speculative securities. The 
most favorable news of the week was 
that regarding the tremendous de- 
mand for the French loan. Next to 
the pending rate decision, the most 
important factors in domestic business 
and financial affairs concerns the 
course of national legislation. The re- 
cent more favorable attitude on the 
part of the administration towards 
financiers and financial affairs has 
been the subject of most extensive 
comment in Wall street during the 
last week or ten days, with better 
sentiment resulting from the evidences 
of a change of policy at Washington. 
Mexican affairs have not been influ- 


ential in the stock market for several 


ernment 


weeks. with the various phases of the 
difficulties of the mediators attracting 
less attention in the financial com- 
munity than was the case when the 
conferences started. The prospect that 
a well Known banker who had been 
appointed to the regional reserve bank- 
ing board was displeasing to financial 
fnterests who had taken heart over the 
new banking system largely because 
of the hope that men of the highest 
rank in banking circle would accept 
positions on the board. The prospects 
of an anti-trust suit against New 
Fngland railroads was another power- 
ful factor in offsetting the better sen- 
timent created by the liberal invest- 
ment demand shown in all of the mar- 
kets for securities both here and 
abroad. The condition of railroad 
traffic shows improvement, while met- 
al market reports are of a better tenor 
than has been the rule for many 
weeks. 
Signs of Good Trade. 

General business news shows that 
there are - 
of trade. : 
trade has shown signs of being aided 
rather than hurt by the recent failure 
was taken as a favorable symptom of 
fundamental business conditions. 

There is still a small drain of goid 
exports, with one large shipment to 
Paris. though mostly for South Amer- 
ica. There was a moderate advance in 
41 loan rates at the first of* the 
month. with loans at about 3 per cent. 
This was followed by easier call rates. 
Time loan rates have eased as a result 
of tavorable foreign money conditions 
Some foreign money was offered for 
loan here very cheaply. 

Favorable financing conditions were 
revealed here by the good subscrip- 
tions to the $20,000,000 Interborough 
bonds. offered at a price above that 
which a similar series brought a few 
months ago A big improvement in 
investment conditions is believed to 
have occurred during the last half 
vear. The Interborough has now mar- 
keted $78,000,000 of its new bond is- 

half the total authorized 
amount. No further offerings are ex- 
pected this year from this source. The 
public gave a- good reception to the 
$20,000,000 offering of Northern Pa- 
cific bonds, the first to be offered 
from the new refunding and improve- 
ment mortgage. This Issue was bought 
by bankers and offered to the public 
at 3 below par. It is hoped that the 
deadlock in permanent financing has 
been broken, and that large needs of 
railroads and other corporations can 
now be financed. They have been held 
back. save with the exception of a few 
offerings, for over two years. 

People most interested have discon- 
tinued guessing at the date for the 
freight rate decision, and it is believed 
that even the interstate commerce com- 
does not know when it will 
make the finding. The recent reduc- 
tion in various schedules, including 
that on southern pig iron, has led to 
a belief in some quarters that the gen- 
advances asked for by railroads 
be denied. On the other hand, 
ie still a large following in the 
financial world Which has been con- 
fident from the first that the inter- 
estate commerce commission will grant 
the roads some advance. They think 
that if an absolute denial of advancé 
were to be made, that the _ decision 
would. have been made long ago, and 
that the delay is due to the difficulties 
of the interstate commerce commission 
{n making various adjustments de- 
pendent on such an advance as they 
have determined to allow. 

The apprehension that the Missouri 
Pacific was headed for a receivership 
and grave rumors as to the depth of 
trouble that the road is in were re- 
sponsible for the heavy selling ef the 
stock. and bonds of the system during 
the last four or five days, with new 
low records resulting. There had been 
hopes raised for security holders when 
the $25,000,009 notes, due June 1, were 
extended, and for a time there was 
fair strength in Missouri! Pacifie se- 
curities, but apprehensions have re- 
turned more heavily than ever. Den- 
ver and Rio Grande securities were af- 
fected by the weakness in Missouri Pa- 
cific, the two properties being very 
close together in ownership and in 
market tendencies. Western Pacific 
Securities were also affected, although 
that system has its own difficulties to 
face irrespective of Missouri Pacific, 
while the Denver and Rio Grande ig in 
goed condition itself and was only 
weak through sympathetic conditions 
resulting from sales of all Gould prop- 
erty securities. 

The inability of the New Haven 
officials and the department of justice 
to come to an agreement as to many 
matters ih New England railroading 
has led to the belief that an anti-trust 
suit is not far distant. The prospects 
of a suit to dissolve the New Haven 
system, while not resulting in general 
liquidation, brought out enough selling 
to carry the shares to new low ground. 

Decrease in Idle Cars. 

The report of railroad freight car 
conditions shows. that there were 12,- 
882 fewer net idle cars in the United 
States and Canada on July 1 -sthan two 
weeks before. On the Ist of the month 
there were 220,875 cars, net idle sur- 
Plus. This is the largest total on July 
1 for the last five years. The main 
increase in the demand for freight 
cars has been in the west, through the 
movement to market of winter wheat. 
Further large decreases in the total 
idle car surplus are looked for during 
the next few weeks. 

Reductions in dividends on stock 
during the last year or two, which 
have totaled over $60,000,000 annually, 
has been on over $1,200,000,000 capital, 
according to compilations made here. 

The steel market has been fairly ac- 
tive recently, largely as a result of 
good buying by railroadsinthe equip- 
ment market. Rail orders have also 
been large. Operations in steel mills 
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have been moderately increased re- 


cently, with more machinery and fur- 
naces im operation than at any time 
since the latter part of May, according | 
to trade reports. 

The CYopper Producers’ association 
reported an unexpectedly large in- 
crease in surplus stocks, totaling 21,- 
768,022 pounds increase, bringing the 
total surplus up to 106,110,663 pounds. | 
The large increase was due to the fact, 
that domeS8tic deliveries were unusual- 
ly light, falling off to 46,227,353 pounds 
for the nuwonth, even though foreign 
takings were large, at over 73,000,000 
pounds. Tere has been good buying 
of copper neetal in spite of the statis- 
tics, with prices strong at around 13% 
cents a poumd, while a few days pre- 
vious to the report sales were made at 
under 13% cents. 

Cotton and Grain Markets. 

The cotton market ‘has been weak 
for several days, although at times 
declines were stopped by good support. 
Good weather conditions in the belt as 
a whole eavesed selling of new crop 
months, with the old crop year so near 
an end that even the strong statistical 
position of cotton at the present time 
could not steady the Nst. Although the 
first new cotton has been marketed, 
in small quantities abtready, it is real- 
ized in the market tleat there will be 
very little new cotton available for use 
during the next four or five weeks, 
while supplies of high-grade cotton on 
hand are very small. Trade reports | 
from Europe are not encouraging to 
American cotton interests. 

The government egnain crop report 
was a bearish factor on wheat in all 
grain markets. Continued improve 
inent was shown In wheat. with the 
prospects now for a total crop of 930,- 
000,000 bushels, and with assurance 
that there will surely be the largest 
crop on record even if there is loss ir 
spring wheat later, whlle winter wheat 
is out of darger. The corn crop esti- 
mate was good, but not up to many 
expectations, with firmness in corn 
prices resulting. Although over 400,- 
000,000 bushels in excess of the ten- 
year average, according to the govern- 
ment estimate of a corn production of 
2,.868,000,000 bushels, some interests | 
had looked for over 3,000,000,000 bush- 
els estimate.

What group of young Atlanta wom- 
en who have decided to become wage- 
earners are going to take up the 
lucrative line of making smart gowns 
for simple or summer wear? 

A small fortune would drop in the 
lap of the firm of one or more women, 
who could make prettily, gowns 
which would be appropriate for the 
present season. The counters of At- 
lanta shops are filled with the most 
beautiful of materials at very reduced 
rates. The established modistes, those 
to whom could be entrusted good ma- 
terial, are many of them out of busi- 
ness for the summer. 

For the demi-evening toilet, the al 
fresco gown, the tea-dance gown, 
Women are willing to pay a moderate 
price—say for the well-made, well- 
fppting gown, $10. But who can make 
them as they’ should be made? 

Now, remember, those who would 
try, the gown must be made first and 
foremost daintily—not thrown togeth- 
er, and carelessly fashioned. 

These gowns could be worn even far 
in the early fall for house gowns and 
Bave the too-early and hasty pur- 
chase of fall trousseaux. 

In New York and in other large 
cities, young women who sew well 
have found the basis of a lucrative 
Dusiness in the small beginning of 
making simple summer gowns and 
summer blouses. A reaction is coming 
in the larger cities in the matter of 
young women once determined to 
work out of the home rather than in 
it. They left in numbers the home, 
and opportunity to earn wage there, 
in order to go out into the office, the 
store or shop, and earn wage, which 
so often was not sufficient to make 
comfortable living possible. 

For a time it seemed young women 
who had to work had given up all 
idea of working In the home. Compe- 
tition has become so great in avoca- 
tions out of the home, and the demand 
for the hand-made, home-made stuff 
has become so great, that the smart 
young wage-earner is beginning to es- 
tablish her office,- her shop or her 
estudio at home and is finding plenty 
to do. 

The reaction: is going to reach here. 
Young’ Women- are going to realize 
again the advantage of the protection 
of the home, and then, let us pray, 
are going back into the home to ac- 
complish that which is possible there. 


APPEALS 
MADE. 


During the last few weeks innum- 
erable appeals have been made to this 
department of the paper to urge that 
some of the many young women anx- 
ious to become wage-earners adopt 
the very genteel method of fashioning 
at home dainty gowns for summer 
“wear. 

The present fashion of the tight net 
lining to most of the thinner mate- 
riale make it easy to fit the filmiest 
of gowns: the simple lines, more and 
more in vogue, are easy of accomplish- 
ment, too, and altogether it would 
seem that this’is the very moment for 
the Atlanta girl to put her sign out- 
side the cottage door and begin the 
fashion of the pretty summer gown, as 
a basis for her business fortune.’ 


NO USE 
TO ARGUE. 

I know there is no use to argue 
ag q@ast the processes of evolution; the 
change of status in the home and in 
the ideals pertaining thereto. Women 
have the right to demand that which 
they consider their human rights. It 
is commendable to see their work for 
public good, which is after all, the 
extension of the home and its influ- 
ences, by; there igs such a thing as 
excess in the pushing of these human 
rights. They are coming as certain 
as the sun shines, but in the meantime, 
it is well to guard against the danger 
of neglecting the life duties which are 
a woman's first and last, and from 
which shea.can never be exempt. 


WHEN | 
SHE VOTES. 

Even when the time comes when she 
votes, when she holds office, when she 
goes out into the most active fields 
of public life, she will still be the 
only mother of the race. She will still 
be depended upon for the duties of 
the wife and the mother. She will 
have to perform those functions in the 
home, and she will, therefore, be the 
logical keeper of that home, and her 
first and God-given job is the busi- 
ness of the home. 

Is she attending to that business? 

Could not some of the cry abput the 
high cost of living be somewhat modi- 
fied if women knew more about the 
business of the home and attended to 
it? Are they not mistaking ordering 
from the grocer over the telephone, 
and ©.-K.-ing bills at the end of the 
month as housekeeping, when it ig 
really house breaking? 

Nor does housekeeping necessarily 
mean drudgery, nor complaint about 
servants. 

Women can operate their homes just 
as satisfactorily And as systematically 
as men do their business offices or 
__their business along any line. There 
will be just as many failures in the 
home and housekeeping business as 
there are failures in business men op- 
erate. 

It is an understood thing when a boy 
starts out that he is being equipped 
for the business world; but there are 
eertain fundamental things he must 
learn about business, even before he 
has decided what his chosen line of 
business is 

Ought not women to get a corre- 
sponding fundamental training in what 
their essential business in life is to be, 
even before they know or decide 
through what ghannel that life is to be 
directed? 


A DOCTOR'S 
WISDOM. 


The other day in Atlanta when a 
body of earnest women in their desire 
to decrease infant mortality in the 
community asked conference of the 
mayor of the city, the health board, 
and a physician whose specialty is chil- 
dren’s diseases, the most significant ut- 
terance was by the physician. The 
mayor practically urged that in the 
emergency of the heated term, a free 
ice fund would be good. Another sug- 
gested helping through the employ- 
ment of visiting nurses among the 


babies in communities where the most 
sickness seemed to be. 

“All these suggestions are good,” 
said the young physician, “but to get 
at the base of the trouble you have 
got to produce more dntelligent moth- 
ers, and to do this, girls will have to 
be trained differently for their respon- 
sibilities in life through the home and 
the school.” 

In the so-called common schools of 
the country, boys and girls get the 
same academic training, with now and 
then some so-called practical branches 
grafted on, but the curriculum of no 
schools shows any branch which might 
be construed into the fundamental 
training that would give a girl her pri- 
mary equipment for her life’s career. 
TRAINING 
AT HOME. 


She should get that training at home, 
is the popular excuse when the ques- 
tion is raised. They did once get it at 
home, when women were a part of the 
home and stayed at home, but with the 
“evolution” of woman and the home, 
and what is being called the “phy- 
chological movement of women,” a 
term which covers pretty well their 
present reaching out for the rights 
they have not, and their non-use of 
those they have, the girl—the future 
mother—is not getting that training 
the young doctor believed every girl 
should have. 

While women have their good ma- 
chines in the organizations and while 
they are walting for the other rights 
they claim, they might as well keep 
the machines oiled and working, and 
look into this charge the young phy- 
sician makes that the mortality among 
your children is due too often to un- 
intelligent wifehood and motherhood. 


If the so-called common schools are | 
not fulfilling their function, there can! 


be no doubt that if the mothers and 
organized women of the community 
call a change they can accomplish it. 
They cannot accomplish it, however, by 
meeting and talking about it, and 
passing resolutions pertaining to it. 
They cannot accomplish it by writing 
articles on the subject and telling the 
public-at-large what ought to be done, 
but, if after organizing and meeting 
and resolving what to do, each mem- 
ber of the organization could feel her 
individual responsibility and do what 
is in her power to do, what the or- 
ganized collection of women had re- 
solved to get, they would get. 


THE TROUBLE 
IN ENGLAND. 

In England the government feeling 
so keenly this growing ignorance of 
woman as to her duties in the home, 
and her general duties along domestic 
lines, is establishing domestic science 


schools per se. I question whether this | 


would meet the demand entirely, for 
what is needed is the creating of an 
interest primarily in the home, and its 
manifold duties and joys. When this 
ideal again exists, then it will be eas- 
ier to make for the training of the 
young woman in the requirements of 
*he home. 

It is not a problem that can be 
solved in a day, this one of the woman 
getting more and more away from the 
home, when civilization never more 
surely needed her in the home, and 
needed her to protect the little “future 


citizen.”

JEFFERSON DAVIS 


(Prepared for the June meeting of the 
Barnesville chapter, U. D. @) 

Jefferson Davis was born June 3, 
1808, in Todd county, Kentucky, ana 
was of Welsh and Irish descent. His 
family moved during his infancy t6 
Mississippi, and with that state his 
fame has always been connected. He 
received a gentle rearing, although 
his school advantages were at frst 
limited, owing to the conditions of tne 
country. After two years spent at a 
Roman Catholic school in Kentucky 
and a short period spent at a college 
in Mississippi, he entered Transylvania 
university at Lexington, Ky., an inst{- 
tution that seems to have done much 
good work for those times. Here he 
Fot the elements of a classical educa- 
tion, but before graduation he was 
transferred to West Point, where ne 
made friends with Albert Sidney John- 
ston and Leonidas Polk, whose liveg 
were to be given to the confederacy 
of which he was to be the ill-starred 
executive. He graduated rather low in 
his clase, but gave evidence of su- 
dierly qualities, and won the regara 
of his classmates. After serving three 
military appointments, he reacnea 
fame in Black Haw ware. Then, after 
serving in the northwest and some 
other service, his health failed and he 
resigned the army. 

The romance of his life was winning 
the love of the daughter of Zachary 
Taylor, but the marriage was broken 
off by Mr. Taylor on account of a 
trivial misunderstanding. The mar- 
riage was finally consummated with- 
out Mr. Taylor’s consent, but not bv 
elopement, as we have so often been 
told. The young wife died. however, 
in a few months under very sad cir- 
cumstances, and the broken-hearted 
husband went to Cuba in hopes of re- 
Storing’ his shattered health. From 
there he went for a short stay in 
Washington, where he began his 
friendship with Franklin Pierce. Re- 
turning to Mississippi, he commenced 
. big plantation with his 
Drother, Joseph Davis, and for eight 
years lived almost the life of a hermnn. 
In 1845 Mr. Davis emerged from his 
retirement and was nominated for 
congress Then follows a _ political 
career well known to criticism

chosen president, because his course 
had been perfectly consistent througch- 
out and because he was regarded as a 
safer leader than such outspoken, hot- 
headed men as Toombs and Rhett.

Really beautiful hair will redeem a 


of well kept, luxuriant hair. There are 
some cases of glorious hair that seem 


unusual, so out of the ordinary, 
in the average case we can trace the 
condition of the hair to two sources, 
the bodily health and the condition of 
the scalp. This being so, there is no 
reason why every woman should not 
have locks that are attractive and an 
adidition to her personal charms. 

Color, abundance, texture and gloss 
determine the beauty of the hair. The 
color is due to the proportion of the 
different chemicals in the pigmenta- 
tion. For instance, blond hatir is rich 
in oxygen and sulphur, while brown 
hair has a large proportion of carbon. 
This increases as the hair turns dark- 
er, and we find that red hair derives 
its color from the large amount of 
iron in the coloring pigment. Ags the 
coloring matter in the hair follicles 
lessens the hair becomes faded and 
finally gray. As time goes on the 
change to white hair is aided by a 
deposit of phosphate of lime in the 
hair roots. 

Why Hair Fades and Turns Gray. 


Fading hair is the usual preliminary 
to hair turning gray. It indicates 
some condition—perhaps ill health— 
that is depleting the hair follicles of 
the particular chemical to Which it 
owes its brightness. If this condition 
is not arrested, premature grayness is 
the result.

ing that the coloring matter was not 
entirely exhausted and that under 
and stimulation it could be 
restored. 

The time to arrest gray hair is in 
the preliminary stages, when it simply 
looks faded and an octasiOnal fray 
hair shows. When the hair really 
turns white it indicates a complete 
change in the chemical formation, and 
there is no possibility then of restor- 
ing the color except by dyeing. 

Hair is composed of the same ele- 
ments that enter into the structure of 
the nails, a modification of the epider- 
mis farming tiny tube-like depressions 
lving among the capillaries and sebace- 
ous glands in the under cutaneous tis- 
sue. These depressions are termed 
the hair follicles, and they are fed 
and nourished by a fine network of 
blood vessels that provide all éle- 
ments of hair growth. Hair is cellu- 
lar: it grows by the constant pushing 
upwards of the cells that are constant- 
ly forming at the roots. 

Luxurtousness. 


This simple explanation of the hair 
structure shows the dependence of the 
hair on the nourishment provided by 
the blood. Any condition of ill health 
that interrupts or depletes this supply 
means thinning, falling or breaking 
hair. As a rule, good health means 
good, normal hair and ill health the 
reverse. 

There are exceptions to this rule, 
for there are lecal and pecullar con- 
ditions that sometimes govern the 
growth of the hair. The oil supplied 
by the sebaceous glands is a strong 
factor in hair health; and if this sup- 
ply is interrupted, the hair becomes 
harsh, dull and inclined to-break; if it 
is over-abundant, the scalp becomes 
oily, the pores closéd, and dandruff 
of a peculiarly unpleasant form is apt

He 
was an Ohio boy, and his early school- 
ing had been obtained in old-time 
American fashion in a little log school;

Father Zahm told me that MacGahan

Later Father Zahm was at Notre 
Dame university, in Indiana, with Mau- 
rice Egan, whom, when I was presi- 
dent, lappointed minister to Denmark. 

On the occasion in question Father 
Zahm had just returned from a trip 
ecross the Andes and down the Ama- 
gon, and came in to propose that after 
I left the presidency, he and I should 
go up the Paraguay into the interior 
of South America. At the time I wish- 
ed to go to Africa, and so the subject 
was dropped: but from time to time 
afterward we talked it over. 

Five years later, in the spring of 
1913, I accepted invitations conveyed 
through the governments of Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile to. address certain 
learned bodies in these countries. Then 
it urred to me that, instead of 
gthkkine the conventional tourist trip 
purely by sea round South America, 
gfiter I had finished my lectures, I 
‘would come north through the middle 

* the continent into the valley of the 

mazon; and I decided to write Father 
“\hm and tell him my intentions. Be- 
tre doing so, however, I desired to 
eu the authorities of the American 
Museum of Natural History, in New 
York city, to find out whether they 
cared to have me take a couple of 
natuealists with me into Brazil and 
ma a collecting trip for the museum. 


AN AGREEABLE SURPRISE. 


Accordingly I wrote to Frank Chap- 
man, the curator of ornithology of the 
museum, anckaccepted his invitation to 
lunch at the*museum one day early in 
June. 

At the lunch, in addition to various 
naturalists, to my astonishment I also 
found Father Zahm: and as soon as I 
saw him I told him I was now intend- 
ing to make the South American trip. 
It appeared that he had made up his 
mind that he would take it himself, 
and had actually come on to see Mr. 
Chapman to find jout if the latter could 
recommend a nkturalist to go with 
him; and he at ence said he would ac- 
company me. Chapman was pleased 
when he found out that we intended to 
go up the Paraguay and across into 
the valley of the Amazon, because 
much of the ground over which we 
were to pass had not been ‘covered by 
collectors. He saw Henry § Fairfield 
Osborn, the president of the museum, 
who wrote me that the museum would 
be glad to send under me a couple of 
naturalists, who, with my approval, 
Chapman would choose. 

' The men whom Chapman recom- 
mended were Messrs. George K. Cher- 
rie and Leo C. Miller. I gladly accept- 
ed both. The former was to attend

Miller was a man. born in In- 
diana. an enthusiastic naturalist with 
good literary as well as scientific train- 
ing. He the Guiana

Cherrie born in 
lowa, and at the time a citizen of 
Vermont. He had a wife and six chil- 
dren. Mrs. Cherrie had accompanied 
him during two or three vears-<ofr their 
early married life in his collecting 
trips along the Orinoco. Their second 
child was born when they were in 
camp a couple of hundred miles from 
any white man or woman. One nighta 
few weeks later they were obliged to 
leave a camping place where they had 
intended to spend the night, because 
the baby was fretful and its cries at- 
tracted a jaguar, which growled near- 
er and nearer in the twilight until 
they thought it safest once more to 
put out into the open river and seek a 
new resting place. 

Cherrie had spent about twenty-two 
years collecting in the American 
tropics. Like most of the field-natural- 
ists I have met, he is an unusually effi- 
cient and fearless man, and willy-nilly 
he had been forced at times to vary his 
career by taking part in insurtections. 
Twice he had been behind the bars 
in consequence, on one occasion spend- 
ing three months in a prison of a cer- 
tain South American state, expecting 
each day to be taken out and shot. In 
another state he had, as an interlude 
to his ornithological pursuits, fc sed 
the career of a gun-runner, acting as 
such off and on for two and a half 
years. The particular revolutionary 
chief whose fortunes he was following 
finally came into power, and Cherrie 
immortalized his name by naming a 
new species of ant-thrush after him— 
a touch that struck me as delightful 
because of its practical combination of 
those not normally Kindred pursuits, 
ornithology and gun-running. 

Cherrie was just the right man to 
give us practical advice about the par- 
ticular kind of trip we intended to 
take. 

In Anthony Fiala, a former arctic ex- 
plorer, we found an equally good man 
for assembling equipment and taking 
charge of the actual handling of the 
expedition. At the time Fiala was with 
a New York mercantile house. In ad- 
dition to his four years in the arctic 
regions, Fiala had served in the New 
York squadron in Porto Rico during 
the Spanish war, and through his serv- 
ice in the squadron had been brought 
into contact with his little Tennessee 
wife. She came down with her four 
children to say goo@by to him when 
the steamer left. 

My secretary, Mr. Frank Harper, went 
with us, and Jacob Sigg, who had 
served three years in the United States 
army, and was both a hospital nurse 
and a cook, as well as having a nat- 
ural taste for adventure. In gowthern 
Brazil my son Kermit joined me He 
had been bridge-bullding, and a couple 
of months previously, while on top of 
a long steel span, something went 
Wrong with the derrick, he and the 
steel span coming down together ou 
the rocky bed beneath. He escaped 
with two broken ribs, two teeth knock- 
ed out and a knee partially dislocated, 
but was practically all right again 
when he started with us. 


A TYPICAL AMERICAN

Fiala’s father and mother 
were both from Bohemnia, being 
Czechs, and his father had served four 
years in the civil war in the union 
army—his Tennessee wife was of old 
revolutionary stock. Harper was born 
in England, and Sigg in Switzerland. 
We were as varied in religious creed 
as in ethnic origin. Father Zahm and 
Miller were Roman Catholics, Kermit 
and Harper Episcopalians, Cherrie a 
Presbyterian, Fiala a Baptist, Sigg a 
Lutheran, while I belonged to the 
Dutch Reformed church. 

For arms the naturalists took 16- 
bore shotguns, one of Cherrie’s having 
@ rifle barrel underneath. The fire- 
arms for the rest of the party were 
supplied by Kermit and myself, in- 
cluding my Springfield rifle, Kermit’s 
two Winchesters, a 405 and 30-40, the 
Fox 12-gauge shotgun, and another 16- 
gauge gun, and a couple of revolvers, a 
Colt and a Smith & Wesson.

A PREPARATORY WORD. 

The trip I proposed to take can be 
understood only if there is a slight 
knowledge of South American topog- 
raphy. The great mountain chain of 
the Andes extends down the entire 
length of the western coast, so close 
to the Pacific ocean that no rivers of 
any importance enter it. All the 
rivers of South America drain into the 
Atlantic. Southernmost South Ameri- 
ca, including over half of the territory 
of the Argentine Republic, consists 
chiefly of a cool, open plains country 
Northward of this country, and east- 
ward of the Andes, lies the great bulk 
of the South American continent, which 
is included in the tropical and the sub- 
tropical regions. 

Most of this territory ts Brazilian. 
Aside from certain relatively small 
stretches drained by coast rivers, 
immense region of tropical and sub- 
tropical America east of the Andes is

tems of the Plate, the Amazon and 
the Orinoco. At their head waters. 
the Amazon and the Orinoco systems 
are actually connected by a sluggish 
natural canal. The headwaters of 
the northern affluents of the Paraguay 
and the southern affluents of the Am- 
azon are sundered by a stretch of high 
land, which toward the east broadens 
out into the central plateau of Brazil. 

Geologically this is a very ancient 
region, having appeared above the wa- 
ters before the dawning of the age of 
reptiles, or, indeed, of any true land 
vertebrates on the globe. This plat- 
eau is a region partly of healthy, ra- 
ther dry and sandy, open prairie, partly 
of forest. The great and low-lying 
basin of the Paraguay, which borders 
it on the south, is one of the largest, 
and the still greater basin of the Am- 
azon, which borders it on the north, is 
the very largest of all the river basins 
of the earth. 

In these basins, but especially in the 
basin of the Amazon, and thence in 
most places northward to the Carib- 
bean sea, lie the most extensive 
stretehes of tropical forest to be found 
anywhere. The forests of tropical 
West Africa, and of portions of the 
Farther-Indian region, are the only 
ones that can be compared with them 
THE GREAT BRAZILIAN FORESTS. 

Much difficulty has been experienced 
in exploring these forests, because un- 
der the torrential rains and steaming 
heat the rank growth of vegetation be- 
comes almost impenetrable, and the 
streams difficult of navigation; while 
white men suffer much from the ter- 
rible insect scourges and the deadly 
diseases which modern science has dis- 
covered to be due very largely to insect 
bites. The fauna and flora, however, 
are of great interest. The American 
museum was partictflarly anxious to 
obtain collections from the divide be- 
tween the head waters of the Para- 
guay and the Amazon, and from the 
southern affluents of the Amazon. 

Our purpose was to ascend the Para- 
guay as nearly as possible to the head 
of navigation, thence across to the 


} sources of one of the affluents of the 


Amazon, and if possible descend it in 
canoes built on the spot. The Para- 
guay is regularly navigated as high as 
boats can go. The starting-point for 
our trip was fo be Asuncion, in the 
state of Paraguay. 

My exact plan of operations was nec- 
essarily a little indefinite, but on 
reaching Rio de Janeiro the minister 
of foreign affairs, Mr. Lauro Muller, 
who had been kind enough to take 
great personal interest in my trip, in- 
formed me that he had arranged that 
on the head waters of the Paraguay, at 
the town of Caceres, I Would bé met by 
a Brazilian army colonel, himself 
chiefly Indian by blood, Colonel Ron- 
don. Colonel Rondon was to accom- 
Pany us over to the head waters of the

were in Caceres and had been notified 
that we were coming. 

I had to travel through Brazil, Uru- 
guay, the Argentine and Chile for six 
weeks to fulfill my speaking engage- 
ments. Fiala, Cherrie, Miller and Sigg 
left me at Rio, continuing to Buenos 
Aires in the boat in which we had all

leisurely, with the heavy baggage. 


OLD AND NEW FEATHERED 
FRIENDS. \ 

During the two months before start- 
ing from Asuncion, in Paraguay, for 
our journey into the interior, I was 
kept so busy that I had scant time to 
think of natural history. But in a 
strange land a man who cares for wild 
birds and wild beasts always sees and 
hears something that is new to him 
and interests him. In the dense trop- 
ical woodd near Rio Janelro I heard 
in late October—spring-time, near the 
southern tropic—the songs of many 
birds that I could not identify. But the 
most beautiful music was from a shy 
woodland thrush, sombre-colored, 
which lived near the ground in the 
thick timber, but sang high among the 
branches. At a great distance we 
could hear the ringing, musical, bell- 
like note, long-drawn and of piercing 
sweetness, which occurs at intervals In 
the song: at first I though this was the 
song, but when it was possible to ap- 
proach the singer I found that these 
far-sounding notes were scattered 
through a continuous song of great 
melody. I never listened to one that 
impressed me more. In different places 
in Argentina I heard and saw the Ar- 
gentine mocking-bird, which is not 
very unlike our own, and is also a de- 
lightful and remarkable singer. But I 
never heard the wonderful white-band- 
ed mocking-bird, which is said by Hud- 
son, who knew well the birds of both 
South America and Europe, to be the 
song-king of them all. 

Most of the birds I thus noticed while 
hurriedly passing through the country 
were, of course, the conspicuous ones. 
The spurred lapwings, big, tame, boldly 
marked plover, were everywhere; they 
were very noisy and active and both in- 
quisitive and dartng, and they have a 
very curious dance custom. No man 
need look for them. They will look for 
him, and when they find him they will 
fairly yell the discovery to the uni- 
verse. 

In the marshes of the lower Parana 
I saw flocks of scarlet-headed black- 
birds on the tops of the reeds; the 
females are as strikingly colored as the 
males, and their jet-black bodies and 
brilliant red heads make it impossible 
for them to escape observation among 
their natural surroundings. On the 
plains to the west I saw flocks of the 
beautiful rose-breasted starlings; un- 
like the red-headed blackbirds, which 
seemed fairly to court attention, these 
starlings sought to escape observation 
by crouching on the ground so that 
their red breasts were hidden. There 
were yellow-shouldered blackbirds in 
wet places, and cowbuntings abounded 

But the most conspicuous birds I saw 
were members of the family of Tyrant 
EFlycatchers, of which our own king- 
bird is the most familiar example. This 
family is very numerously represented 
in Argentina, both in species and indi- 
viduals. Some of the species are so 
striking, both in color and habits, and 
in one case also in shape, as to attract 
the attention of even the unobservant. 
The least conspicuous, and nevertheless 
very conspicuous, among those that I 
saw was the Bientevido, which is 
brown above, yellow beneath, with a 
boldly marked black and white head, 
and a yellow cress. It is very noisy, is 
common in the neighborhood of houses, 
and builds a big domed nest. It is 
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realy a big, heavy kingebird, flercer and 
more powerful than any northern king- 
bird I saw them assail not only the 
big but the small hawks with fearless- 
ness, driving them in headlong flight. 
They not ony capture insects, but 
pounce on mice, small frogs, lizards, 
and little snakes, rob birds’ nests of 
the fledgling young, and catch tadpoles 
and even small fish. 

Two of these tyrants which I observ- 
ed are like two with which I grew 
fairly familiar in Texas. The scissor- 
tail is common throughout the open 
country, and the long tail feathers, 
which seem at times to hamper its 
flight, attract attention whether the 
bird is @ flight or perched on a tree, 
and it hag a habit of occasionally soar- 
ing into the air and descending in 
loops and spirals. The. scarlet tyrant 
Il saw in the orchards and gardens. The 
male is a fascinating little bird, coal- 
black above, while its crested head 
and the body beneath are brilliant scar- 
let. He utters his rapid, low-voiced 
musical trill in the air, rising with 
fluttering wings to a height of a hun- 
dred feet, hovering while he sings, and 
then falling back to earth. The color 
of the bird and the character of his 
performance attract the attention of 
every observer, bird, beast, or man, 
within reach of vision. 

The red-backed tyrant is utterly un- 
like any of his kind in the United 
States, and ‘until I looked him up in 
Sclater and Hudson's ornithology I 
never dreamed that he belonged to this 
family. He—for only the male is so 
brightly colored—is coal-black with a 
dull-red back. I saw these birds on De- 
cember 1 near Barillode, out on the 
bare Patagonia plains. They behaved 
like pipits or long spurs, running ac- 
tively over the ground in the same 
manner and showing the same restless- 
ness and the same kind of flight. But 
whereas pipits are inconspicuous, the 
red-backs at once attracted attention 
by the contrast between their bold col- 
oring and the grayish or yellowish 
tones of the ground along which they 
ran. 

The silver-bill tyrant, 
much more conspicuous; I saw it in 
the same neighborhood as the red- 
back and also in many other places. 
The male ig jet-black, with white bill 
and wings. He runs about on the 
ground like a pipit, but also frequently 
perches on some bush to go through a 
strange flight-song performance. He 
perches motionless, polt upright, and 
even then his black coloring advertises 
him for a quarter of a mile round 
about. But every few minutes he 
springs up into the air to the height 
of twenty or thirty feet, the white 
wings flashing in contrast to the black 
body, screams and gyrates, and then 
instantly returns to his former post 
and resumes his erect pose of waiting. 

It is hard to imagine a more con- 
spicuous bird than the silver-bill; but 
the next and last tyrant flycatcher of 
which I shall speak possesses on the 
whole the most advertising coloration 
of any bird I have ever seen in the 
open country, and moreover this adver- 
tising coloration exists in both sexes 
and throughout the year. It is a 
brilliant white, all over, except the long 
wing quills and the ends of the tail which 
are black. The first one I saw, at a 
very long distance, I thought must be 
an albino. It perches on the top of 
a bush or tree watching for its prey, 
and it shines in the sun like a silver 
mirror. Every hawk, cat, or man must 
see it; no oneecan help seeing it. 


A POINT FOR THE SCIENTIST. 


These common Argentine birds, most 
of them of the open country, and all 


however, is 
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of them with a strikingly advertising 
coloration, are interesting because of 
their beauty and their habits. 
are also interesting because they offer 
such illuminating examples of the truth 
that many of the most common and 
successful birds not merely lack a con- 
cealing coloration, but possess a ‘col- 
Oration which is in the highest degree 
revealing. The coloration and the 
habits of most of these birds are such 
that every hawk or other foe that can 
see at all must have its.attention at- 
tracted to them. Evidently in their 
cases neither’ the coloration nor any 
habit of concealment based on the col- 
Oration is a survival factor, and this 
although they live in a land teeming 
with bird-eating hawks. 

Among the higher vertebrates there 
are many known factors whith have in- 
fluence, some in one set of cases, some 
in another set of cases, in the develop- 
ment and preservation of species. Cour- 
age, intelligence, adaptability, prowess, 
bodily vigor, speed, alertness, ability to 
hide, ability to build structures which 
will protect the voung while they are 
helpless, fecundity—all, and many more 
like them, have their several] places, 
and behind all these’ visible causes 
there are at work other and often 
more. potent causes of which as yet 
science can say nothing. Some species 
owe much to a given attribute which 
may be wholly lacking in influence on 
other species; and every one of the at- 
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enumerated iS a sur- 
some spe: while in 
Survival value what- 
Ootivers, although of 
sufficient benefit 
to offset the benefit conferred on foes 
or rivals by totally different attri- 
butes 

Intelligence, for instance, is. of 
course, a survival factor: but todav 
there exist multitudes of animals with 
very little intelligence which have per- 
Sisted through immense periods of geo- 
logic time either unchanged or else 
without any change in the direction 
of increased intelligence: and during 
their species life they have witnessed 
the death of countless other species 
of far greater intelNgence, but in other 
Ways less adapted to succeed in the en- 
vironmental complex. The same state- 
ment can be made of all the many, 
many other Known factors in develop- 
ment, from fecundity to concealing col- 
Oration; and behind them lie forces ag 
to which we veil ignorance by 
the use of high sounding nomenclature 
—as when we such a convenient 
but far from satisfactory term as orth- 
ogenesis.

Monument Is Completed 
In Old Midway Cemetery 


Savannah, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)— 
The handsome granite shaft which was 
authorized by congress as a memorial 
to General James Screven and General 
Daniel Stewart, of revolutionary fame, 
has been finished, though it will not 
be unveiled until next fall, when Pres- 
ident Wilson will attend. 

The monument has been erected in 
historic old Midway cemetery, in Lib- 
erty county. Colonel John Biddle, who 
is acting United States engineer in 
charge of the Savannah district, this 
week made an official inspection of the 
compheted monument, and was greatly 
pleased with the memorial. 

Standing 50 feet from base to top of 
shaft, the monument is a fitting re- 
minder of the two revolutionary heroes 
in whose memory it was erected. The 
shaft is of the best quality of light 
Stone Mountain granite, uniform in 


texture, and without a flaw. The base 
of the monument is 20 feet square, 


‘tapering toward the top by steps. The 


monolith alone weighs twenty tons, 
while the weight of the entire shaft 
is about 300 tons. 

Several bronze tablets on the monu- 
ment bear suitable designs and _ in- 
scriptions. On one appears the famous 
old Midway church building, in relief; 
on another, placed on the monument 
so that it faces the cemetery gate, is 
this inscription: 

“Reared by the Congress of the 
United States as the Nation's Tribute 
to Brigadier Generals James Screven 
and Daniel Stewart.” 

At the southeast and southwest cor- 
ners, respectively, of the monument 
have been erected neat marble slabs 6 


feet high, 28 inches wide and 6 ranen 
thick, marking the exact spots where 
lie the remains of General Stewart and 


General Screven. Each bears the name 
of the hero whose memory it honors, 
with the date of his birth and death. 
Other inscriptions give details of their 
eventful careers.

A BASIC COMMISSION. 


on industrial 
relations came near extinction in the senate 
the other day. There was a proposal to cut 
its appropriation from $200,000 to 
$50,000, equivalent to disbanding the com- 
mission. Senators Borah, Stone, Kenyon, 
Cummins and Works defended the commis- 
sion, and ultimately defeated the attempt 
to emasculate its functions by indirection. 

As a broad general rule, The Constitu- 
tion does not regard with favor the endless 
commissions to which both republican and 
democratic administrations have been in- 
creasingly addicted. It has almost seemed 
that every, petty ill or fancied ill from which 
the body politic suffered has been deemed 
sufficient to justify the expense of a com- 
mission, whose deliberations have accom- 
plished little save controversy. 

With the industrial relations commission 
it is different. The relations between cap- 
ital and labor comprise today one of the 
most grave, precarious and delicate public 
issues in the land. There is not one state 
in the union exempt from some symptom 
of varying importance growing out of the 
social and economic phases of the world-old 
debate between employer and employee. 
The tragic crises in Colorado, West Vir- 
ginia and Michigan are merely higher lights. 
Everywhere else, whether in railroad or in- 
dustrial strikes, the problem obtrudes its 
mischievous presence. 

Any permanent and equitable progress 
in dealing with this fundamental question 
requires light—light that is impartial, free 
from bias, bitterness or prejudice. Every 
element of the population, all political par-

ties, are interested vitally. - The worker is 


interested. The man who pays him is inter- 
ested. We will not, of course, settle thea 
question for all time this side of the mil- 
lennium, since it will shift as time shifts, 
and presents new and altering conditions. 
But at least we can lessen friction now pre- 
vailing and eliminate much of the bitterness. 

In view of these conditions, the necessity 
for perpetuating the commission on indus- 
trial relations is apparent at a glance. If 
the senate had sacrificed it to a false stand- 
ard of economy it would have wrought 
poorly for the whole nation. Much better 
practice saving with some of the inglorious 
“pork barrel’ projects. Pruning these 
would not hurt a few fence-building sena- 
tors and congressmen. Cutting the ground 
from under the commission charged with in- 
vestigating the most fundamental of all 
issues would have been an injustice to every 
man, woman and child in the life. 


THE SLEEPING PORCH. 


One of the delegates at the convention 
of the American Medical association is 
quoted as saying that within ten years the 
sleeping porch will be making perceptible 
impressions on the death rate. It already 
is doing so. In the treatment of tubercu- 
losis, anemia, nervous prostration, typhoid, 
pneumonia and practically all diseases in- 
volving depletion of vitality, the sleeping 
porch, or outdoor sleeping, is an accepted 
adjunct. How much it has even now low- 
ered the death rate is a matter of difficult 
computation. But the totals must be consid- 
erable. 

The sleeping porch is not made for sick 
people only. As a matter of fact, it is prob- 
able that ten well people now use the open- 
air porch to one person that is ill. Houses 
of the better class are always built with one, 
and the thoughtful individual is adding one 
to his old home, even if it is the simplest 
and least expensive type. 

It is only within the past forty or fifty 
years that the medical profession and, sub- 
sequently, people generally, discovered and 
proved the virtues of the open air. Prior to 
that time it was assumed to be the healthiest 
procedure to keep bedrooms almost hermet- 
ically sealed, especially in chilly weather. 
The old myth of “the night wind” and “night 
dampness” has killed an innumerable host by 
depriving them of air. 

The effect of fresh air upon the human 
economy is undeniable. Feed a consumptive 
on pure air, and the blood count speedily in- 
creases and the blood manufactures anti- 
bodies that strangle the tubercle bacilli and 
lead to a recovery, if the patient is not too 
far gone. 

The person who is normal experiences 
virtually\te same effects. The increased 
blood count makes for more vitality, soothes 
the nerves, strengthens the various functions 
and enhances the power of resistance to dis- 
ease. Ask any person who once has slept on 
a sleeping porch, under proper conditions. 
and he will tell you that the time of waking 
brings a sense of well-being and effictency 
which the closed bedroom never can approx- 
imate. 

Assutredly, the sleeping porch has come 
to stay. 


THE GEORGIA GUNMAN. 


Judge W. E. Thomas is one of the sanest 
and most conservative judges in the south. 
His name is a synonym for clear vision and 
courage on the bench. Recently he charged 
the grand jury at the summer term of Tift 
superior court on the cost to society of the 
pistol-toter. The report is to the effect that 
his charge created a profound impression, 
and that there is likely to be a _ house- 
cleaning in south Georgia because of it. 

Judge Thomas reminded the grand jury 
that in fifty-seven counties in Georgia there 
had been 809 indictments returned for un- 
lawful firing of pistols. Of course this grand 
total included homicides and petty offenses. 
The main thing is that it indicates the ap- 
palling extent of lawbreaking, the fact being 
that each of these 809 pistol-toters might 
have well been a slayer under favorable con- 
ditions. And if 809 indictments were re- 
turned for this offense in a little over one- 
third of the counties, what will the roster be 
for the entire 149? 

There is law on the statute books, as 
Judge Thomas says, to break up illegal car- 
rying of weapons if grand juries, courts, citi- 
zens and police authorities will co-operate. 
Two or three of the judges in Georgia have 
inaugurated the plan of suspending the al- 
ternative of a fine and making all pistol- 
toting subject to a sentence on the public 
works. In the judicial circuits where this 
method has been tried there has been a per- 
ceptible diminution in the practice. 

The Constitution has many times insisted 
that the pistol-toter is simply a barbarian 
and should be treated as such. He does not 
even deserve the consideration that society 
grudgingly extends to the jungle inhabitant 
who goes off on a cold-blooded murdering 
expedition.

was in 1897. Since then we have a new 
code which was stripped of the annotations 
that existed in the former codes and the 
justice of the peace has had to discharge 
the duties of his office under worse condi- 
tions.

U. S. BANKING BOARD 
MUST SOON ORGANIZE 


Washington, July 11—July 21 is the 
last day uwpon which the three mem- 
bers of the federal reserve board al- 
ready confirmed by the senate may 
take their oath of office. The three 
members, Charles 8S Hamlin, Adolph 
C. Miller and W. P. G. Harding, were 
notified on July 6 of their confirma- 
tion, and the federal reserve act pro- 
vides they must assume duties within 
fifteen days of such notification. 

The act provides that the organiza- 
tion committee, which consists of Sec- 
retary McAdoo, of the treasury de- 
partment; John Skelton Williams, 
comptroller of the currency, and Sec- 
retary Houston, of the department of 
agriculture, shall fix the date for the 
first meeting of the federal reserve 
board. 

It is generally believed that the 
board will be completely organized and 
actually at its work not later than 
August 1, regardless of what action 
the senate may take on the names of 
other appointees to the board.

The Votiaks are a tribe 
of mostly non-Christian, half-savage 
peasants in Viatka and in the neigh- 
boring east Russian provinces Fa- 
natical missionaries, backed by police 
intriguers, charged them with perpe- 
trating human sacrifices. All the fa- 
natics in Russia demanded their extir- 
pation. Korolenko knew the Votiaks, 
for he had lived as an exile in their 
cabins, and with his passion for the 
“humiliated and offended” he held them 
in affection. At a sensational trial the 
leading Votiaks were condemned. Ko- 
roienxo played the part of Zola. He

When I set out to follow “The Path 
of Napoleon,” which led him from the 
arms of Josephine two days after his 
marriage, in the month of March, 1796, 
to the command of the army of Italy, 
I could have traced it by the shower 
of love-lorn letters he scattered along 
769 miles. At nearly every change 
of horses the young general-in-chief 
nurried to a tavern table and sought 
to relieve the inflammation from Cu- 
pid’'s wound, which was consuming his 
breast, by writing a fiery message of 
love to the bride he had left behind 
him.

snowflakes on his army, whose veteran 
generals were shocked when the frowsy 
headed little commander presented him- 
self at headquarters and with juvenile 
ardor showed them the portrait of his 
bride. “But a moment afterwards,” 
said Massena, who had been a soldier 
seventeen years, ‘the boy put on @ gen- 
eral’'s hat and seemed to have grown 
two feet.

His commission as 
general-in-chief of the army of Italy 
had been won not by his whiff of grape- 
shot on the Thirteenth Vendemiaire, 
nor yet by his cannonading at Toulon, 
put with pen and paper at his desk in 
Paris. where he drew up a brilliant 
echeme of war and statecraft com- 
bined. 

An Austrian army was ready for the 
invasion of France and operating with 
the army of the most martial of the 
Italian states, the kingdom of Sardinia. 
whose territory stretched from the 
Lake of Geneva over the Alps and down 
into the plain of Piedmont. Napoleon 
proposed that the French forces, which 
held only the narrow strip of Mediter- 
ranean coast Known as the Riviera, 
should proceed through a pass in the 
mountains that lay between them and 
the enemy, divide the allied armies, 
compel the Sardinians separately to 
make peace and then drive the Aus- 
trians out of Lombardy, which they 
had held for eighty years. 

He had developed this plan of cam- 
paizgn with no thought of carrying it 
out himself, but for the consideration 
of older and more experienced soldiers. 
The veteran, General Kellerman, re- 
turned it to the government with the 
blunt retort that its ‘‘auther was a fit 
subject for a lunatic asylum,” and the 
veteran General Scherer, rejecting 
with biting irony, said that “it was ak, 
him who had drawn it up to come and 
carry it out.” 

Carnot, the director in charge of mil- 
itary affairs, determined to accept this 
challenge and send the youthful au- 
thor of the pigeon-holed plan to put 
it in execution. 

Best of all, in the eyes of the 
poverished directory, it was to 
nothing, for Napoleon promised tv 
make the Italian dukes who were in 
alliance with Austria support the army.

HIS FIRST STRATEGEM. 

From Nice to Genoa there rises a 
long mountainous range with its head 
to the clouds and its feet in the surf 
of the Mediterranean. This is the wall 
of Italy. In all that wall there are 
only four or five gates, one of which
